Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

Owing  to  the  reorganisation  of  Local  Government,  and  to 
the  fact  that  I shall  not  he  employed  in  the  New  District,  this 
report  has  had  to  he  prepared  in  time  to  issue  it  before 
31st  March o It  has,  therefore,  not  been  possible  to  produce  as 
full  a report  as  in  previous  years  and  the  one  now  presented  is 
little  more  than  a statistical  review.  Nevertheless , I hope  it 
will  be  ©f  interest  and  will  serve  to  keep  the  records  of  the 
Borough  of  High  Wycombe  up  t©  date. 

The  benefits  of  Public  Health  work  over  the  years  have  been 
many  but  in  two  fields  there  has  been  great  achievement,  tne 
first  being  the  demolition  of  all  the  worst  unfit  houses  so  that 
those  now  remaining  may  be  dealt  with  by  way  of  improvement.  The 
other  being  the  administration  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  Without  this 
Act  I have  no  doubt  that  the  new  industrial  estates  would  have 
been  dirty  and  polluted  areas  with  smoke  and  grime.  Instead  they 
have  been  controlled  to  reasonable  limits.  At  the  same  time  the 
boiler  plants  of  established  industries  have  been  improved  and 
the  programme  of  Smoke  Control  to  eliminate  dirty  smoke  from 
domestic  chimneys  is  almost  complete j there  are  a few  isolated 
problems  remaining  where  there  is  no  easy  remedy  but  these  are 
being  investigated. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  the  Country  is  facing  a crisis  and 
industrialists  are  resorting  to  various  means  to  keep  their 
factories  fully  employed.  Everyone  hopes  that  the  crisis  will  be 
shorthand  I must  agree,  for  apart  from  other  reasons  I fear  that 
to  some  degree  standards  in  air  pollution  have  slipped.  Noise 
from  temporary  generators  is  also  a cause  for  complaint. 

I therefore  pose  two  questions.  How  far  can  standards  be 
enforced  in  time  of  crisis  and  are  clean  air  and  noise  abatement 
only  for  affluent  times?

Almond  Syrup 

This  showed  on  analysis  to  be  a flavoured  drink  there  being 
no  natural  constituents  of  almonds  present.  The  matter  was  taken 
up  with  the  supplier  and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Officer  at  the 
place  of  manufacture.  It  had  already  been  a matter  of  consider- 
ation by  the  latter  and  manufacture  had  ceased.  A new  product 
was  being  prepared  and  under  these  circumstances  no  further 
action  was  taken. 

Bread 

Both  samples  were  submitted  to  the  analyst  as  a result  of 
complaints.  In  one  case  it  was  alleged  that  the  bread  had  an 
unpleasant  smell  but  analysis  could  find  nothing  deleterious. 

The  second  complaint  was  of  foreign  matter  in  the  bread  and 
examination  showed  it  to  be  a carpet  tack.  Legal  proceedings 
were  taken  in  this  case. 

Cheese  and  Onion  Roll 

This  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  because  of  a 
complaint.  Analysis  proved  the  extraneous  matter  complained  of 
to  be  "oven  char."  No  legal  action  was  taken. 

Meat  Pie 

This  pie  contained  extraneous  matter  in  the  form  of  a 
cigarette  end.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken. 


This  arose  from  a complaint  of  foreign  matter.  It  proved 
to  be  dried  carrot  - no  legal  action  was  taken. 

Sausages 

This  was  also  submitted  to  the  analyst  because  of  a complaint. 
Analysis  proved  the  matter  complained  of  to  be  a dirty  sausage 
casing  and  not  dye  as  suspected.  It  arose  at  clean  premises ; no 
legal  action  was  taken. 
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FOOD  COMPLAINTS 

117  Complaints  concerning  food  were  received  and  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  The  complaints  ranged  over  a number 
of  matters  including  mould,  taste,  extraneous  matter  and 
insect  infestations.  All  cases  were  thoroughly  investigated; 
some  were  not  justified  (as  in  one  case  of  headache  tablets 
being  ineffective) . Some  cases  on  investigation  proved  not 
to  be  as  serious  as  was  at  first  suspected,  for  instance 
"mouse  droppings"  in  a pie  proved  to  be  "oven  black"  and  glass 
in  biscuits  proved  to  be  large  pieces  of  sugar. 

Seven  complaints  were  of  food  sold  "out  of  date"  which 
in  itself  is  not  an  offence.  Comment  must  be  made  that  if  a 
clear  "sell  by"  date  is  stamped  on  the  packet  the  shopper  is 
not  entirely  clear  of  blame  if  such  goods  are  purchased  from 
"help  yourself"  stores.  The  idea  of  clear  indication  of 
"sell  by"  date  is  for  guidance  to  the  shopper  as  well  as  to 
store  management.  Over  the  counter  sales  are  quite  a different 
matter. 


Five  prosecutions  were  taken  during  the  year  and  fines 
imposed  in  each  case. 

(c)  FOOD  COMJEMUED  (OTHER  THAN  MEAT  AT  SLAUGHTERHOUSES) 


In  accordance  with  usual  practice,  unfit  and  spoiled 
foods  from  retail  shops  are  surrendered  to  the  local  authority 
in  return  for  a certificate  of  condemnation  or  destruction. 
This  is  often  necessary  in  the  case  of  refrigerator  breakdowns 
and  other  spoilage.  During  the  year  the  following  foods  were 
destroyed  as  unfit  or  unsaleable.

(a)  HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 

214  visits  were  made  to  houses  in  multiple  occupation 
where  access  was  gained.  Many  other  visits  were  made  where 
it  was  impossible  or  inappropriate  to  enter  the  house.  It 
is  not  wise  to  insist  on  entry  when,  for  instance,  the  only 
person  at  home  is  a non-English  speaking  woman,  even  though 
the  law  can  require  it.  3 Directions  under  Section  19  of  the 
Housing  Act  were  made  during  the  year. 

(b)  CLEARANCE  AND  IMHtOTEMENT 

Only  one  small  Clearance  Area  was  declared  that  being 
the  Queen  Street  Clearance  Area  1973,  and  comprised  six 
houses.  However  many  houses  in  West  End  Road  were  inspected 
and  as  a result  it  was  considered  that  they  had  several  years 
useful  life,  and  it  was  decided  that  they  should  not  be  dealt 
with  by  Clearance  action,but  that  the  owners  should  be 
encouraged  to  improve  them.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  some 
owner-occupiers  have  already  done  so. 

The  programme  of  Clearance  is  now  nearly  completed,  there 
remains  to  be  inspected  one  or  two  small  groups  of  houses  and  a 
number  of  individual  houses. 

Prom  the  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  in  total  1261  houses 
have  been  dealt  with  since  the  clearance  programme,  as  drawn 
up  in  1935 , was  commenced.  To  this  must  be  added  63  houses  in 
Brook  Street  which  were  dealt  with  immediately  preceding  the 
drawing  up  of  the  programme.  Many  houses  have  been  removed  from 
the  list  of  unfit  houses  due  mainly  to  owner  occupiers  having 
kept  them  in  good  order  - and  have  since  improved  them.  There 
remains  only  92  to  be  dealt  with. 

(c)  Improvement  grants 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1973  for  the  first  time 
the  number  of  Improvement  Grant  applications  was  greater  than 
for  Standard  Grants.  A total  of  70  applications  were  received 
43  Improvement , 26  Standard  Grants  and  1 Special  Grant.  There 
are,  of  course,  many  other  improvements  carried  out  often  by 
persons  who  prefer  to  bear  the  whole  of  the  expense  of  improve- 
ment so  as  to  be  able  to  carry  out  other  repairs  over  a long 
period  rather  than  be  forced  to  carry  out  these  repairs  at  the 
same  time  as  improvement. 
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The  proposals  contained  in  the  White  Paper  on  Improvements 
may  make  it  easier  for  persons  to  carry  out  Repairs  and 
Improvements  at  the  same  time  - at  present  money  for  repairs 
has  to  be  found  as  well  as  an  amount  which  at  least  equals  the 
Improvement  or  Standard  Grant,  A grant,  or  interest  free  loan 
charge  on  the  house,  for  repairs  may  become  essential  in  some 
cases  if  houses  are  to  be  retained  in  terraces. 

(d)  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Borough.
